U.S. PRESS SUPPORTS OLYMPIC BOYCOTT

\Text] Washington, 1O Apr (XINHUA)--On the eve of a U.S. Olympic Committee 
meeting on whether or not to send a U.S. team to participate in the forth- 
coming Moscow Olympic Games, U.S. news media strongiy urged U.S. athletes 
to support President Carter's decision of boycotting the games. 


The CHRISTIAN SCIENCE MONITOR says today that the USOC should not now delay 
in supporting a boycott as a gesture against the brutal Soviet invasion of 
Afghanistan. 


Referring to the idea of waiting until the Mav 24 deadline for acceptance to 
the Moscow games, the paper stresses: "At any rate, Moscow was unlikely to 
withdraw from Afghanistan under pressure, Its subsequent troubles in batten- 
ing down Afghanistan for its puppet regime suggest that it is no more likely 
to be gone by the Olympic deadline next month. It remains unfit to be an 
Olympic host, as all nations loving peace and freedom ought to let it know 

by refusing to honor it as such." 


The WALL STREET JOURNAL today suggests the U.S. athletes to ask themselves 
whether the Olympic ideal is really served by winking at all the Soviet 
atrocities in Afghanistan and pretending that Moscow is just another Olympics 
site. ‘Would it not be served better by demonstrating to the Russian people 
and the world that Americans-~private citizens--are capable of moral outrage 
and are willing to make some sacrifices as proof of their feelings"? the 
newspaper asked. 


The WASHINGTON POST yesterday carried an editorial and a signed article sup- 
porting a boycott. The editorial pointed out: "The case against American 
participation in Moscow (games)...is overwhelming" and that ict is a "fantasy" 
to assume "something will happen to change the government's policy." 


The signed article noted: ‘The outcome of the American-led attempts to ruin 
the Moscow Olympiad will be seen throughout the world as an important symbol 
of the international balance of power."

'XINHUA' ASSESSES UPCOMING JAPANESE ELECTIONS

[Text] Tokyo, 5 Apr (XINHUA correspondent )--Political parties and factions 
in this country are busy hammering out their strategy in the House of Coun- 
cillors election campaign though the election itself is still more than 
three months away. 


With the legislation of the new government budget completed in the Diet 
yesterday, the Upper House election has become focus of attention, as its 
results will have a considerable bearing on future Japanese politics. 


Japanese councillors are elected for a term of six years and election of a 
half of them takes place every three years. 


The ruling Liberal Democratic Party has lost its supremacy in the Upper 
House since 1974. Of the 252 seats in the house, it has 124 while the 

other parties and groupings hold 123 with five seats vacant at present. The 
party, it is understood, has planned to win at least 63 of the 126 seats, 

so that it may command a majority in the house together with its 66 un- 
contested seats. 


On the other hand, the Komei Party has reached agreements with the Demo- 
cratic Socialist Party and the Socialist Party to join forces and battle 
their way to power in the eighties. As the first step, they will compete 
in coming Upper House election together to defeat the ruling party. 


Thus, the election is expected to be one of the most bitterly contested 
in recent years in this country. 


Political observers here believe it is not likely that the ruling party would 
be under heavy fire on foreign policy and defence issues in the coming 
election campaign, issues which often embarrassed the party in the past. 














The Soviet invasion of Afghanistan, they point out, has shaken the Japanese 
people of all strata and that the measures taken by the government in this 
regard have won general approval of the opposition parties. The attitude of 
the Democratic Socialist Party and the Komei Party has become more affirma- 
tive on the question of defence and the Socialist Party too has undergone a 
subtle change in this regard. 


By contrast, spiralling prices and inflation are expected to be the hot issues 
in the campaign. Electricity and gas and other public utility charges are 

to go up steeply this month and retail prices may increase by more than 

19 per cent this summer. This could turn out to be the Hercules’ heel of 

the Liberal Demorratic Party in the elections. 


Some observers draw attention to the fact that internal strife rather than 
opposition attacks poses the principal threat to the ruling party. The 
three non=-main current factions respectively led by Takeo Fukuda, Takeo Miki 
and Yasuhiro Nakasone formed an alliance on April 2 to ciallenge the main- 
current factions led by Masayoshi Ohira and Kakuei Tanaka. 


As the opposition parties have their own troubles, the outcome of the elec- 
tions could be that the ruling party wins 61 seats or more and its strength 
in relation to the opposition in the Upper House remains more or less un- 
changed or is slightly superior. 


However, it is also possible that the ruling party suffers another set-back, 
after its reverse in the House of Representatives elections last autumn. In 
this case, the non-main current factions of the party will blame Prime 
Minister Masayoshi Ohira and demand his resignation. This would greatly 
jeopardize the prospect of Ohira's re-election as president of the party.

S. AFRICAN AGGRESSION AGAINST ZAMBIA--United Nations, 12 April (XINHUA)-- 
The UN Security Council in a resolution yesterday "strongly condemns the 
racist regime of South Africa for its continued, intensified and unprovoked 
acts against the Repwhl'« of Zambia." These acts of aggression "constitute 

a flagrant violation of the sovereignty and territorial integrity of Zambia," 
the resolution notes. the ~esolution was adopted last night at the 3-day 
meeting of the council which «gan on April 9 at the request of Zambia. 

The resolution demands thet '‘.outh Africa withdraw forthwith all its mili- 
tary forces from the territory of the Republic of Zambia, cease all viola- 
tions of Zambia's airspace, and henceforth, scrupulously respect the sover- 
eignty and territorial integrity of the Republic of Zambia." It warns South 
Africa that "in the event of any further armed i cursions against the Repub- 
li> of Zambia, the Security Council will meet tr cvunsider further appropriate 
act..n."

UNITY IN ZIMBABWE--Salisbury, 12 Apr (XINHUA)--President of the Patriotic 
Front Joshua Nkomo yesterday urged his supporters to cooperate with the new 
government and help consolidate the independence of Zimbabwe which was 
fought for by the two wings of the Patriotic Front Alliance, reported the 
paper HERALD today. Addressing a party gathering at his Highfield home, 
Nkomo, who is also the new home affairs minister, called for national unity 
and vigilance against the "enemy's divide-and-rule tactics." In a press 
interview earlier, Nkomo said it was vital that everyone in the country 
should join hands in the creation of peace and the maintenance of law and 
order if Zimbabwe was to be consolidated. Speaking at the same gathering, 
Nkomo's deputy J. Chinamano told the more than 500 party followers that 
"the present government under Robert Mugabe is a government of both wings 
of the Patriotic Front. Therefore, it is also your government" "What we 
must do now is to build Zimbabwe," he noted.

INCREASED INVESTMENT IN U.S.--New York, 9 Apr (XINHUA)--The total value of 
foreign investment in the U.S. last year is about 12.5 billion dollars, 
double the 6.1 billion dollars of 1978, according to a report from the U.S. 
Commerce YNepartment. In 1979, foreigners completed 1,070 direct investment 
transactions in the U.S., up from 334 in 1978, based on preliminary data. 
As in the past, the chief foreign investments last year were from Britain, 
France, the Netherlands, West Germaiy, Switzerland and Canada. Their money 
went heavily into banking, insurancs, electric and electronic-equipment 
manufacturers, and transportation-equipment makers. The Commerce Department 
defines the foreign direct investment as the foreign ownership of at least

ISRAELIS PROTEST GOVERNMENT POLICY--Beirut, 9 Apr (XINHUA)--Tens of thous- 
ands of shops throughout Israel closed today in protest against the govern- 
ment's policy of discrimination against keepers and other businessmen. Ac- 
cording to the Lebanese radio, the strike was called by the Israeli Chamber 
of Commerce, demanding tax concessions by the authorities to offset business 
losses caused by Israel's high inflation rate in the past two years. One 
Organizer of the strike said that about 10(,000 shops followed the call but 
a spokesman of the Ministry of Industry said that in some small towns, 
shopkeepers ignored the strike. Strikes have hit Israel wave upon wave as 
its economy is almost in a constant state of crisis. The annual inflation 
rate of last year was 150 per cent.

SRI LANKA, FRANCE NUCLEAR ACCORD--Colombo, 10 Apr (XINHUA)--Sri Lanka and 
France signed four agreements here today, covering financial and food aid, 
investment promotion and protection and cooperation in the development of 
nuclear power for peaceful purposes. The agreements were signed during a 
two-day visit by French Minister of Economy Rene Monory who arrived in Sri 
Lanke early today. The finaicial protocol provides for a mixed French credit 
to Sri Lanka of 70 million French francs--a 40 per cent increase over the 

aid given by France last year. It was agreed that another protocol will 

be signed later this year for an additional credit of 50 million francs.

SRV REFUGEES IN MALAYSIA--Beijing, 10 Apr (XINHUA)--The number of Vietnamese 
"boat people" arriving in Malaysia has jumped recently, according to an AP 
report from Kuala Lumpur yesterday. A total of 1,515 Vietnamese refugees 
arrived in the country in March, compared with only 900 in February and 800 
in January. On a regional basis, there were some 4,000 to 5,000 "boat peo- 
ple" arrivals in March compared to only 2,600 in February. The report 
quoted one senior refugee official as saying that the months of March, April 
and May traditionally bring the largest wave of refugees. The Jritish paper 
THE DAILY TELEGRAPH said recently that with a change in the monsoon winds, 
the refugees have been starting to come once more to Hong Kong from Vietnam 
in fishing boats and junks.

PRIORITY MUST BE GIVEN TO CHINA'S URGENT AFFAIRS

[Text] In the later stages of the Warring States Period, Ling Xiangru, 
owing to meritorious service, was appointed Chief Minister of the State 

of Zhao. After his promotion, his official rank was higher than that of 
Lian Po. Envious, Lian Po made threats to all quarters, saying: "If I 
see Xiangru I will insult him." These words reached Ling Xiangru's ears, 
and he thereupon pleaded illness and left the court so that he would not 
"contend for rank" with Lian Po. That Ling Xiangru would not "contend 

for rank'"' with Lian Po, turning away from claiming credit and capitalizing 
on his position and from struggling for fame and wealth, showed a high 
degree of morality and conduct and is worthy of admiration by people today. 


However, what caused people to ponder even more deeply was this question: 
Why did Ling Xiangru not "contend for rank" with Lian Po to the extent that, 
when he unexpectedly met him on the road, Ling Xiangru hastened to "steer 
clear" of him? The "Historical Records" contain a revealing quotation by 
Ling Xiangru of considerably profound meaning: "I thought that all that 
prevented the strong State of Qin from sending troops into Zhao was the 

fact that we two men were there. Now, if two tigers fight each other, the 
power of both cannot survive. What I did, therefore, was to put first the 
urgent affairs of the state and put last a personal grudge." 


At that time, the State of Qin was becoming more powerful and prosperous. 
Casting greedy eyes on the six other states, it seized their territories 

by piecemeal encroachment or wholesale annexation. With aggression from 
the outside worsening daily, how could "brothers quarrel on the ramparts"? 
Ling Xiangru's unselfish forbearance, "putting first the urgent affairs of 
the state and putting last a personal grudge," was truly a public-spirited 
act of forgetting self-interest in the face of events of great significance.

We proletariats should broaden our minds, and we cannot be infericr to an 
ancient who lived over 2,000 years ago. Today, everyone should constantly 
think of and practice “putting first the urgent affairs of the state." To 
surmount numerous difficulties, to wage an arduous struggle, and to realize 
the four modernizations--this is "the state's urgent affair," and every-~ 
thing should be harnessed for this "top-priority task."

BASIC PRINCIPLES OF COMMUNIST MORALITY EXPOUNDED

[Text] The special quality of communist morality determines the special 
basic principles of communist morality. What are these basic principles? 


/Firet of all, people's conduct must obey the objective demands of the com- 
muniet cauee; this is the most basic principle of communist morality. In 
view of the developmental stages of the communist cause, there are different 
demands for different periods; communist morality therefore also takes such 
different demands ae the criteria of first importance for appraising the 
right and wrong of people's conduct. / 


When the proletariat wae still subject to rule by others, there was no 
possibility whatsoever for it to reform or develop society directly, There- 
fore, Lenin said: "The fundamental question of the revolution is the ques- 
tion of political power." For this reason, if we are to appraise the right 
and wrong, the good and evil, of people's conduct according to the criteria 
of communist morality, we must firet of all see whether such conduct has 
played a beneficial or harmful role in respect to the fundamental question 
of realizing the seizure of political power. But, when the dictatorship 

of the proletariat has already been established, the fundamental question 
of the revolution should of course be shifted from the seizure of political 
power to direct reform and development of society so as to consolidate the 
state under the dictatorship of the proletariat. In appraising the right 
and wrong, and good and evil, of people's conduct according to the criteria 
of communist morality under such new circumstances, we must first see 
whether such conduct is beneficial or harmful toward the stability and unity 
in the social order under the dictatorship of the proletariat; toward the 
suppression against, and prevention of, a comeback of the already overthrown 
remnant forces of the reactionary classes; toward safeguarding against, and 
resisting the subversion and sabotage of enemies at home and abroad; toward 
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economic recovery, improvement of people's livelihood, and elevation of 
social productive power; Coward the transiormation of the private owner- 
ship of the means of production into a public ownership of the means of 
production, etc, 


When che socialist transformation of the ownership of the means of produc- 
tion is basically completed, landlords, rich peasants and the bourgeoisie, 
as exploitative classes, no longer constitute an overall clase because they 
have at bottom lost their means of exploitation; but there are left still 
large numbers of elements from those former classes, whose ideology and 
habite can be corrected only through serious and repeated struggles, At 
the same time, b*cause of the existence of the influence of such explolta- 
tive classes at hume and abroad and the imperfection of the socialist svstem, 
new bourgeois elements who resort to opportunism, double-dealing, specula- 
tion and usury, as well as other categories of exploitative elements, may 
still emerge; there may still be cheaters, criminals, and counterrevolu- 
tionaries who sabotage our socialist cause, ‘This makes it necessary for us 
to be constantly on guard against their emergence and to struggle against 
them, Individual peasants aud handicraftsren, as small producers, have 

in an overwhelming majority of cases already become members of the social- 
fet collective economy and are no longer small producers in the original 
sense, But the force of habit they have formed through thousands of years 
of small production and small proprietorship experiences continues to run 
counter to our efforts in socialist-communist construction; and when the 
production technology and management system of the collective economy still 
remain in an extremely backward condition, their thinking and their habit 
of this kind still cannot be thoroughly transformed. When the socialist 
transformation of our ownership of the means of production was completed, 
Comrade Mao Zedong correctly and scientifically analyzed the situation at 
the time and thereby proposed our tasks afterwards, as he pointed out: 

"The large-scale, stormy tvpe of mass clase struggle of the revolutionary 
period is now already basically terminated, but class struggle as such is 
not yet terminated completely"; "at this juncture, we propose to demarcate 
the boundary between cc.tradictions between ourselves and the enemy and 
contradictions among the people, and we propose the question of correctly 
handling the contradictions among the people, so as to unite the nationali- 
ties of the whole country to conduct a new war--to fight against nature, to 
enable the whole people to pass through the present transitionary period 
more smoothly, to consolidate our system and to build our new state,..." 

Is what was proposed here a revolution? In the broad sense, revolution is 
qualitative change of a basic nature, There are social revolution and polit- 
ical revolution in the realms of politics and economics in society; there 
is technical revolution in the realm of production; there is also cultural 
revolution in the realm of spiritual and cultural development, This, there- 
fore, is obviously also a revolution, Is this also class struggle’? Only 
by achieving a high rate of labor productivity higher than that of capital- 
ism will we be able to overcome capitalism and eliminate the root of class 
exploitation; from this sense, this is obviously also a class struggle. But, 
whether revolution or class struggle, their content and form are both 
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different from those before the seizure of power, Lin Biao and the "gang 
of four" and thelr ilk confined revolution and class struggle to the strug- 
gle to seize power; thie was obviously a reactionary fabrication with which 
they plotted to subvert the dictatorship of the proletariat, Twenty yeare 
of experience have proved that all those who followed this correct line 
pointed out by Comrade Mao Zedong in their pursuit have achieved results, 
united the people, rendered blows against the enemy, and our communist 
cause has also thrived as a result, and all those who violated the approach 
of thie cor.ect line have suffered debacles and failures, brought damages 
to the people, sabotaged unity, encouraged the enemy, reinforced a devious 
wind, and our communist cause, too, has been subject to serious injuries 

ag a result, Very obviously, when we appraise the right and wrong, good 
and evil, of people's conduct during such a period, we must first see 
whether such conduct would be beneficial or harmful in respect to the above 
demands, 


Seventeen years after our proletariat achieved access to power, Lin Biao 
and the "gang of four" and their ilk somehow, still madly cried about "strug- 
gle to seize power," "Smash the old apparatus," thoroughly improve the 
dictatorship of the proletariat," etc. This a. bottom overthrew Comrade 
Mao Zedong's scientific dictum mentioned above, artificially created class 
struggle, sabotaged our stability and unity, messed up our national economy, 
and devastated our social productive forces, and thereby caused a serious 
retrogression in the development of our economy, politics and culture, 
After the smashing of the "gang of four,' the party's Central Committee 
headed by Comrade Hua Guo Feng returned to order from disorder, and re- 
stored and inherited the path correctly pointed out by Mao Zedong, Zhou 
Enlai and Zhu De of the older generation of our proletarian revolutionary 
leaders; they have combined the universal truth of Marxism with the con- 
crete practice of the Chinese revolution, and quickly restored and brought 
into being a situation of stability and unity. The Third Plenary Session 
of the llth party Central Committee also determined anew to shift the focus 
of our work to socialist mordernization from now on; this has of course 
completely tallied with objective laws and the objective demands of our 
communist cause at the present stage, Hence, when we appraise people's 
conduct according to the criteria of communist morality today, we must 
first see whether such conduct is beneficial or harmful toward returning 

to order from disorder, toward stability and unity and socialist moderniza~ 
tion; the former would be encouraged and praised, whereas the latter would 
be stopped and condemned, 


/When this principle of communist morality requiring people's conduct to 
obey the objective demands of the communist cause is reflected in their 
relationship to their motherland and to the progressive humanity of the 
world, it is no other than the sublime unity of patriotism and interna- 
tionalism,/ The reason communists love their motherland ardently is be- 
cause, like the respective motherlands of laborers all over the world, it 
is the collective creation of thousands and millions of laborers. On this 
piece of land thousands upon thousands of industrious and plain people will 
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build a free and happy socialist-communiat edifice and turn it Into a power- 
ful base and atrong castle in support of the progressive humanity of the 
world, Since communists take their own motherland as the basis for strug- 
gle in behalf of the entire communist cause, they naturally can brook no 
encroachment upon their own motherland, Extending this attitude concretely 
to the treatment of the brotherly nationalities making up the motherland, 
they naturally advocate equality for all and are opposed to any racial 
discrimination, Extending this still further to the treatment of interna- 
tional relations, they have namely internationalism; they support the pro- 
gressive causes of the people of the various countries, and they oppose 
chauvinism and hegemonism, When the proletariat was still subject to rule 
by others, the communists struggled for the overthrow of the exploitative 
classes 60 as to build their own motherland into a socialist country with- 
out oppression and exploitation. This was both a patriotic conduct and an 
internationalist conduct, because the reason for building such a country 

was precisely in order to more poweifully suppert the just struggle of the 
international working class and progressive iumanity, They would absolutely 
not allow their country to oppress other countries and peoples; this is the 
same before or after the proietariat seizer power. 


The spirit of communist morality in unifying patriotism and internationalism 
together is not something that can be achieved by any class which cannot 
get rid of its selfish concepts and actions. The bourgeoisie as a class 

is precisely of this nature. When its own people is oppressed by another 
people and resistance against such oppression is thus advantageous to the 
bourgeoisie, the bourgeoisie, under certain conditions, may unite with the 
people and struggle against such oppression. For instance, America's War 
of Independence and the bourgeois classes that pa:ticipated in the national 
revolutions of the modern colonial and semi-colcnial countries are of this 
type. But, when the bourgeois become strong enough to oppress other peoples, 
they immediately turn into imperialist aggressors. Some leading cliques of 
today that call themselves a socialist country are found somehow to be very 
enthusiastic about power politics; they are doing their best to resort to 
hegemonism, expansion c: their own forces, and even outright aggression 
against other countries; these can naturally only be said to be talking 
about "socialism" but really practicing imperialism, They are not prole- 
tarians, but renegades of the proletariat who have evolved into a new type 
of exploitative class. Contrariwise, when their own nation is subject to 
external invasion and the bourgeois putting up a resistance would threaten 
their own rule, they would then sell out the interests of their own people 
so as to achieve the goal of protecting their properties and maintaining 
their ruling status. In a word, only when it is advantageous to itself 
would the bourgeoisie trot out the slogan of "nationalism" to seduce the 
people, and when it is not advantageous to itself, it would often abandon 
the interests of the nation. If a person who calls himself a communist 
should, at a crucial point of life or death for the nation and of national 
contradictions outweighing domestic class contradictions, resort to unre- 
strained instigation of domestic class struggle and opposition to the unity 
of all forces willing to resist external aggression, then he can hardly be 
said to be a genuine communist. 
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The reason why there is a fundamental interrelationship between patriotiem 
and internationaliem to a communist is precisely because the communist 
cause itself is dedicated to the liberation of the whole humanity, and the 
sublime unity between patriotism and internationalism also precisely accords 
wich the objective demands of the communist cause, The words of Julius 
Fucik, outstanding communist fighter and author of Czechoslovakia, have put 
it well: We all know very well that so long as there is a single person 
still subject to the oppression of another, mankind cannot be said to be 
free, At the same time, the reason why in the struggle for the thorough 
emancipation of our own people we are not at all stingy in putting up our 
atrength and our lives is because we want to elevate our own people to a 
Level of equality with the people of other countries and hence Live freely 
amongst the free peoples of other countries of the world, 


The various citizens' virtues under socialism may be viewed in the same way. 
For instance, paying attention to public health and following public order 
are both connected to the overall goal of communist morality and, because 
of this, they also show how different in nature they are from other non- 
communist morality. Looking only at the superficial forms of these citi- 
zens' virtues apart from their moral goal would be erroneous, 


Bourgeois ethics specialists would usually place politics in opposition to 
morality. This is rather artificial, because actually when they talk about 
opposition between morality and politics, they think precisely of fooling 
the people and covering up their political goal, trying to put morality in 
the service of their reactionary politics, /Communist morality not only 
openly declares that morality serves politics and politics is the concen- 
trated reflection of econonics, but also demands that, from thinking to 
behavior, people unify morality together with politics. Revolutionary 
morality must adapt to the development of revolutionary politics, and revo- 
lutionary politics must accord with revolutionary principles of morality. 
Such a communist morality naturally demands that people insist on truth, 
maintain principles, and practice what they say; it is opposed to "wise 
men always thinking of their own safety" on the one hand and to duplicity 
on the other, It is not confined to personality cultivation in private 
inter-personal relations, nor is it concerned with the gain or loss of an 
individual person, his unit, his locality or a certain group, but it ex- 
tends its sight to the interests of thousands and millions of people, re- 
quiring that people unify the maintenance of revolutionary principles to- 
gether with the maintenance of consistency between words and deeds in one's 
personality cultivation. 


/Next, communist morality demands that people's conduct accords with the 
principle of collectivism. As a moral criterion, chis is the core of com- 
munist morality, and a’l other criteria of communist morality cannot depart 
from this core./ Hence, the principle of collectivism is also the basic 
indicator which differentiates communist morality from all kinds of non- 
communist morality. 
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The communist cause itself is a collective cause concerned with the basic 
interests of millions of people, ard each step of advancement of this com- 
munist cause can by no means be separated from the collective strength of 
the masses of the people, Therefore, genuine communists must at the same 
time be collectivists, No morality in history has ever escaped the mold 
and the reetraint of individualism, but communist morality ls precisely 
opposed to individualiem, Lenin said; "What is communist? Communist is 

a Latin term; the term communism means ‘in common,’ Communism is namely 
land and factories owned in common, the practice of common labor." He also 
said: ''To be a Youth Corps member requires that one dedicate one's work 
and talent to the public cause. This is the essence of communist education, 
Only through such a working process can young boys and girls be trained to 
be genuine couwunisats. Only when they achieve practical results will they 
become communiste,.'' What Lenin called public cause is namely collective 
cause, a factory or an enterprise or business unit. An agricultural bri- 
gade or a commune is a collective. In the larger sense, a province or even 
a socialist country is also a collective, in a word, whatever cause affect- 
ing the business of the masses of the people in common is a collective 
cause, Therefore, the principle of collectivism is the concrete manifesta- 
tion of the former principle; it is namely the spirit to serve the people 
without any trace of selfish-mindedness, as was called for by Comrade Mao 
Zedong. A person's talent may be big or small; but so long as he has this 
spirit, he would be a noble person, a pure person, a person with moral 
ity...." 


/The first demand of the principle of collectivism is that we must correctly 
treat the relationship between the individual and the collective (the public), 
between the small collective and the big collective./ The principle of col- 
lectivism by no means excluded the interests of the individual or the small 
collective; it takes, instead, individual interest and collective interest, 
and the interests of the small and the big collective as unity of opposites. 
The individual is only a member of a collective; the small collective is a 
part of a big collective. Every person of a collective must be concerned 
with the interest of the collective: every small collective of a big col- 
lective must be concerned with the interest of the big collective. By 

this same token, every individual and every collective unit would be con- 
cerned with the communist cause of all humanity. This way, the communist 
cause is bound to develop rapidly, and hence every member, unit and part 
would Likewise be developed rapidly too, Just as in the relationship be- 
tween skin and the cells that make up the skin; it is inconceivable that 
when the skin is being subject to damage, any cell thereof can escape such 
damage. Therefore, the principle of collectivism demands that individual 
interest be unified with collective interest, interests of the parts be 
unlfied with interest of the whole; that collective interest and interest 

of the whole be placed ahead of all the rest; and that the practice should 
thus be carried out to have the individual obey the collective, small situa- 
tion obey the big situation, and the party obey the whole, Thus it is 
incompatible with any individualism, departmentalism, sectarianism, of nar- 
row nationalism, or big-country chauvinism. 
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/The second demand of the principle of collectivism is that we must look 
after the livelihood of the masses of the people and wholeheartedly serve 
the people./ The masses of the people are the mainstay of the communist 
cause, The ultimate goal of the communist cause is not only to exempt the 
vast ranks of the masses of the people forever from exploitation and oppres- 
sion but, even more importantly, also to see that their material and cul- 
tural life becomes increasingly enriched and diversified so as to rid itself 
forever of all roots of poverty and backwardness, To struggle for the com- 
munist cause, fundamentally speaking, is to struggle for the improvement 
and continued elevation of the material and cultural life of the masses of 
the people. People, and only people, are the creators of history. Every 
advancement and every aspect of triumph of the communist cause depends on 
the enthusiasm of the masses of the people. If we adopt an attitude of 
indifference toward the material and cultural life of the masses of the 
people, we are bound to damage the revolutionary enthusiasm of the masses 
of the people and to harm the communist cause; and this would be tantamount 
to committing a crime against the communist cause, At the second National 
Workers' and Peasants' Congress convened in Ruijin, Jiangxi, in January 1934, 
Comrade Mao Zedong correctly summed up the experience of our party, as he 
pointed out: "If we single-mindedly mobilize the people to conduct the war 
without doing any other work, can we achieve the goal of overcoming the 
enemy? Of course not. If we want to win, we must do a great deal more 
work, Lead the peasants in their land struggle; divide land to the peasants; 
elevate the peasants’ labor enthusiams; increase agricultural production; 
protect the workers' interests; establish cooperatives; develop foreign 
trade; solve the masses' clothing problem, feeding problem, residence pro- 
blem, problem of daily necessities, problem of health and sanitation, and 
marriage problem. In a word, all problems in the masses' practical life 
are problems to which we should pay attention. If we have paid attention 
to these problems, solved them, and satisfied the needs of the masses, 

then we would become real organizers of the life of the masses, and the 
masses would seriously surround us and enthusiastically support us." If 
this should be the case during the difficult years of the war, it should be 
even more the case during the years of peace when we proceed with our 
socialist modernization. In the words of Lin Biao and the "gang of four" 
and their ilk, paying attention to the material and cultural life of the 
masses of the people became a "revisionism" of "extending little favors"; 
this proves precisely what a counterrevolutionary clique hostile to the 
people, hostile to the communist cause, destructive to the principles of 
communist morality they were! 


/The third demand of the principle of collectivism is that we must respect 
people's democratic rights./ What the principle of collectivism requires 

is people's democracy, which differs in principle from bourgeois democracy, 
First, bourgeois democracy is centered on the individual; it requires indi- 
vidual freedoms and rights but ignores collective interests; it has even 
less to do with starting from the advancement of the entire society. The 
people's democracy required by the principle of collectivism puts the col- 
lective interest of the masses of the people ahead of everything else; an 
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individual's freedoms and rights are based on the premise of not inter- 
fering with the people's collective (common) interest. Since this democracy 
centered on the individual cannot but damage the collective interest, the 
result is that whoever has money enjoys this kind of democracy, and whoever 
has no money also loses this kind of democracy, Second, bourgeois democracy 
ie based on bourgeois private ownership of the means of production; what- 
ever form is adopted, the degree and availability of such democratic free- 
doms and rights are actually determined by the degree and availability of 
property. The democracy required by the principle of collectivism is based 
on public ownership of the means of production; whoever is not opposed or 
destructive to such public ownership enjoyes such democratic freedoms and 
rights. Because of the aforesaid two points, therefore, third, bourgeois 
democracy can only belong to a minority of people and can only be a false 
democracy, whereas the democracy required by the principle of collectivism 
belongs to the overwhelming majority, is broad, and cares about practicality. 
Socialism-communism must have this kind of democracy. Otherwise, it would 
suffocate the wisdom and talent of the masses of the people, inhibit their 
thinking, restrain their limbs, and fail to assure the consolidation and 
development of the socialist-communist public ownership, hamper the smooth 
progress of socialist-communist construction, and fall short of promoting 
the continued uplift and development of social productive forces and 

science and culture. Lin Biao ana the "gang of four" and their ilk exerted 
fascist feudal dictatorship to take away the people's democracy that our 
party and our people had won through blood-letting sacrifices, and led to 
a great sabotage of the cause of our proletarian dictatorship and socialist 
construction. We must remember forever this historical lesson, 


/The fourth demand of the principle of collectivism is that we pay atten- 
tion to revolutionary humanitarianism./ This revolutionary humanitarianism 
is not priestly "charity," nor divine kindness based on pity for the mortals, 
nor an expectation of return after doing somebody a favor; it starts, in- 
stead, from the total interest of the communist cause. The communist cause 
intends not just to liberate a certain individual, a certain group, or a 
certain class; on the basis of creating appropriate conditions so that the 
exploitative classes and the exploitative system can neither exist nor re- 
emerge, it aspires, instead, to emancipation of all humanity. Hence, in 
terms of substance, it is a revolutionary humanitarianism which fundamentally 
differs from all kinds of so-called "humanitarianism" of the past. Toward 
the people and toward our own class brothers, we would not of course adopt 
any inhuman approach of "rendering ruthless blows" or "launching cruel 
struggles" against them, but even toward our enemies, once they have laid 
down their arms and come out of a situation of resistance, we should also 
practice revolutionary humanitarianism, Our party has always forbidden 
killing and wounding, or beating and scolding, of prisoners; even in the 
case of enemies who are taken prisoners, we have done our best to save the 
dying and help the wounded, and achieve broad, long-range effects of disin- 
tegrating the enemy ranks, winning friends, and uniting with the people. 
The tradition of such a revolutionary humanitarianism completely obeys the 
basic tasks and interests of the struggle of the communist cause, and it is 


. 
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beyond what any and all criteria of individualist morality can encompass. 
Because when "humanity" and individual interest are found in conflict, 
individualism would countenance no more "humanity.'' As for bourgeois 
humanitarianism, when it opposed the cruel rule of divine authority and 
ruler's authority, it had some progressive meaning; when we opposed the 
fascist feudal rule of Lin Bic. and the "gang of four,"’ this kind of humani- 
tarianism also had its progressive meaning; even when we cope with inter- 
national problems today, there is sometimes also need for this slogan; but 
under no circumstances can it be mentioned in the same vein with the revo- 
lutionary humanitarianiem in communist morality. 


/Still next, communist morality requires that we treat our work with a 
brand new communist labor attitude, and consciously struggle for the crea- 
tion of a high rate of labor productivity, / 


/Do we live on our own labor or on exploitation? This is the demarcation 
between the laborer's morality and the exploiter's morality./ All exploi- 
tative classes think that it is simply axiomatic for laborers to dedicate 
their fruits of labor to them while they themselves enjoy them without 
exertion, All laborers think that anybody who has a pair of hands and a 
brain should work, and to enjoy things without exertion is a shameful and 
immoral kind of conduct. But for several thousand years in the society 
ruled by the exploitative classes, generations of laboring people have 
witnessed that hard-working people would go hungry and suffer separation 
and death under cruel oppression, while blood suckers would sit on the heads 
of laborers and brag about their authority and happiness. “his could not 
but cast a dark shadow over the concept of labor of past laborers. Under 
the slave system, slaves were taken as "instruments that can talk"; they 
had not one ounce of personal freedom, Laboring in fetters and under the 
whip must of course be connected with pain. As slaves hated their masters, 
they also hated the labor imposed upon them by their masters. Under the 
feudal system, small producers like peasants and handicraftsmen enjoyed 
personal freedom, and were willing to "live on their own labor"; they hoped 
that through their own labor and after paying rentals and levies to the 
landlords and officialdom, they could maintain the family's livelihood and 
even prosper and get rich. But the business mold of the small producers 
and the feudal exploitative system always made it extremely unlikely for 
such hope to become realized. When cheir hope evaporated before reality, 
they were made again to view labor as a fearful burden. Big industries 
under capitalism enabled the working class to break through the narrow view 
of the small producers and see the powerful force created by the unity of 
labor and modern science and technology as well as the necessity and im- 
portance of organization and discipline to modern production and to anti- 
exploiters. But under the commodity system of capitalism, they still had 
to view labor merely as a means to make a living; only after the production 
relations of socialism were established, together with a fundamental reform 
of the social status of laborers, could Labor be gradually and increasingly 
viewed as a glorious and heroic undertaking and taken as a right to becoming 
master in one's own house,

/The communist attitude toward labor, basically speaking, is namely to 
consciously struggle for the creation of a brand new high rate of labor 
productivity./ Revolution is for the release of productive forces. After 
the seizure of political power, the transformation of the private ownership 
of the means of production, and the relief of restraints on the development 
of productive forces, the proletariat should and must make efforts to 

create a labor productivity rate which is far higher than that of the old 
society; otherwise, it would not be possible to demonstrate the superiority 
of the socialist-communist system, and to attract and unite the vast ranks 
of the masses of the people so that they can thoroughly eliminate the 
root-cause of class confrontation, eliminate and remold the remnant elemencs 
of exploitative classes already overthrown, and continue to promote changes 
in the economic base and upper structure of society, Such a socialism- 
communism would of course be still built on a sand beach, Lenin pointed 
out: "In order to achieve victory, in order to establish and consolidate 
socialism, the proletariat should solve a dual or two-in-one task: In the 
first place, it should attract all toiling masses subject to exploitation 
with its infinite heroic spirit of anti-capital revolutionary struggle-- 
attract them, organize them, lead ~ a to overthrow the bourgeoisie and 
smash completely all resistance by the bourgeoisie, In the second place, 

it should guide all the toiling masses subject to exploitation and the 

petty bourgeois strata toward a new path of economic construction, toward 

a path of building up a new social solidarity, a new labor discipline, and 

a new labor organization which unites the newest achievements of science 

and capitalist technology with large-scale association of conscious workers 
bent on the creation of socialist large-scale production." ''This second 
task is even harder than the first task,...but this task is also more im- 
portant than the first task, Because, in the final analysis, only a new 
and higher mode of social production, i.e., only the replacement of capital- 
ist production and petty-bourgeois production (author's note: meaning small 
production) by socialist large-scale production, can become the greatest 
source of forces necessary ior winning victory over the bourgeoisie, and 

the invincible, sole guarantee for such victory."' Precisely in this manner, 
Lenin concluded: "Labo: productivity, in the final analysis, is the most 
important and most crucial thing for assuring the victory of the new social 
system.'' ''Communism is no other than a labor productivity higher than that 
of capitalism created by advanced technology and willing, conscious associa- 
tion of workers," 





When Lin Biao and the "gang of four'' and their ilk resorted to an expansion 
of class struggle, they at the same time narrowed down the connotation of 
class struggle, refusing to recognize on the one hand that "replacement of 
capitalist production and petty-bourgeois production by socialist large- 
scale production" is "the greatest source of forces necessary for winning 
victory over capitalism," and denying on the other hand that the creation 
of a high rate of labor productivity is "the most important and most crucial 
thing" for assuring the victory of socialism-communism. What they called 
class struggle was meant only, under the condition of the proletariat having 
already seized political power and basically realized a socialist trans forma- 
tion of the ownership of the means of production, to negate the second task 
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pointed out by Lenin with the first task pointed out by Lenin, whereas this 
second task happens to be precisely "the most important and most crucial 
thing.'’ They cried for "poverty during the transition because "getting 
rich would automatically change one into a revisionist"; they also alleged 
that stressing technical renovation and production development would be 
tantamount to "following a white-and-expert path" and to "applauding only 
productive forces."’ Hence, to them, struggling consciously for the creation 
of e high rate of labor productivity became reversely something immoral, 
whereas those lackeys and henchmen of theirs who refrained from working for 
production and who lived on pillage and blackmail somehow became "heroes,."' 
What a radical upsidedown view of good and evil! 


/Consciously struggling for the creation of a high rate of labor produc- 
tivity and elevating the traditional virtues of the toiling people to a 
brand new height consist mainly in the following aspects: / 


(I) Treating labor with the active, responsible spirit of a master of 
society. Labor creates the world; laborers should ordinarily be the masters 
of society, But only after Marxism had scientifically revealed this truth 
did the laboring people achieve such a consciousness, and only with such a 
consciousness would they proceed actively, positively and responsibly to 
struggle for the creation of a high rate of labor productivity. This point 
not only sets communist morality basically apart from the exploitative 
classes' contempt for labor, it sets it apart also from the morality of all 
laborers of the past. It is not Like the attitude of the slave who hated 
labor; nor is it like the attitude of the small producer who treated labor 
as a means with which he submitted to landlords and the officialdom as 
rentals and levies and by which he might maintain the livelihood of his 
family or even enrich his family; it is even unlike the attitude of the as 
yet unenlightened working class that took labor merely as a means to make 

a living. It requires that people engage themselves in labor with the 
status of masters of society, so that they would be able to exert their 
historically unprecedented active and responsible spirit and create a labor 
productivity which is far higher than that of capitalism; under such circum- 
stances, the traditions of laborers of all past generations concerning sim- 
plicity, frugality, love for public property and 211 results of labor, etc., 
become also developed to an unprecedentedly high degree, 


(Il) Treating labor and the elevation of labor productivity as the material 
base of the communist cause. In a summary sense, the communist cause is 
predicated upon nothing but destruction of the old world and construction 
of a new world. The old world has already seriously shackled the develop- 
ment of productive forces; destruction of this old world is precisely meant 
to enable people to create a labor productivity rate which is far higher 
than that of the past through their own labor, and thereby construct a new 
world. The fundamental task of a socialist society is to eliminate classes, 
But in order to eliminate classes, we cannot rely on administrative measures 
alone; nor can we entirely rely on violence. A more important question is 
to quickly create a labor productivity rate which is fac higher than that 
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of capitaliem, only thus can we attract the small producers to rid them- 
selves of the influence of landlords and the bourgeoisie; only thus can 
we eliminate the economic root-ceuse which promotes the emergence of ele- 
ments of new exploitative clasees, The Marxist practice of treating ''to 
each according to his work" and "to each according to hie needs" respec- 
tively ae indicators of the socialist society and the communist society 
is defined precisely on the basie of a higher and lower rate of Labor 
productivity; with "from each according to hie ability’ as che premise of 
both, this also suggests chat labor is the basis of such construction, 


(III) Am active, creative epirit, This includes five major points: First, 
we must dare to ‘hink and dare to renovate, not rigidly abide by established 
rules, nor simply follow past examples; second, we must proceed from reality, 
seriously do our practical work, and refrain from uttering empty words and 
false words; third, we must from beginning to enc maintain our links with 
the masses, respect other people's creativity, and be alert to new things; 
fourth, we must have the stamina to fight stubbornly and overcome all diffi- 
culties; and fifth, we must be humble and prudent, see our inadequacy even 
while winning victory, and not feel satisfied just with past achievements. 
Only such an active, creative spirit will be able to gradually realize 
socialism-communism, attain the ultimate goal of liberating all mankind. 
Applied in today's context, this active, creative spirit suggests that we 
muet dare to break through: 1) the forbidden areas set up by Lin Biao and 
the "gang of four"; 2) the forbidden areas of feudalist and emall producer's 
thinking; 3) the forbidden areas of idealism and metaphysics; and 4) the 
forbidden areas of other conventional forces; and we must in all cases take 
practice ae the criterion for testing truth, anc in all cases take as our 
principle whether or not what we do is of benefit to the people, and of 
benefit to the socialist-communist cause, 


(IV) Observing labor discipline and social order with a high degree of 
consciousness. Strengthening labor discipline is one of the important 
guarantees for continuously elevating labor productivity; all social pro- 
duction requires a certuin discipline as such a guarantee. If production 
order and labor organization are under conditions of anarchy, it would be 
impossible to organize production and effect production, much less to ele- 
vate labor productivity. Under the slave system, slave owners relied on 
the whip to maintain discipline; under the feudal system, feudal Landlords 
and nobilities relied on privileges of rank, and small producers relied on 
patriarchal authority, to maintain discipline; when it came to the capital- 
ist system, capitalists cleverly turned people's labor power into a com- 
modity and then relied on a policy of hunger (i.e., no work, no wage) to 
maintain discipline. In the final analysis, all these systems built their 
discipline on the basis of coercion, Communist labor not only is not 
opposed to discipline but even needs iron discipline. Because the way in 
which socialism-communism differs from the capitalist society is not the 
social character of production but the transformation of the private owner- 
ship of means of production into a public ownership of means of production, 
the transformation of the capitalist large-scale production into even more 
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advanced socialist large-scale production, In the case of this socialist 
modern large-scale production, one link 1s connected to another link; if 

a problem occurs in one link or one process, it ie liable to lead to the 
conflusion of stoppage of the entire production order, Not only thie, 

the planned nature of capitalist large-scale production has to do at most 
with a capitaliet's truet; insofar as the entire society is concerned, 
production falls into an anarchical etate because of the private ownership 
of meane of production; ase for socialist large-scale production, it muet 

be further responsible to the entire society, and there must be plane for 
the entire society, On account of this, the requirement of communist Labor 
discipline is not only more strict but must be extended to the entire social 
order; thus observing labor diecipline must also be extended to obeying the 
law prescribed by society. But communist labor discipline and law should 
reflect the cooperation of all Laborers (including mental laborers and 
physical laborers) and their unity and integrity as masters of their own 
house; they should reflect the laboring people's correct understanding of 
objective economic laws under the socialist-communist system. Hence, they 
are based not on coercion but on consciousness, Just as Lenin said: "The 
labor organization in a serf society relied on discipline of the big stick 
to maintain iteelf..., The labor organization in a capitalist society 
relied on discipline of hunger to maintain itself; in the most advanced, 
most civilized, and most democratic republics, even while considerable pro- 
gress was made in bourgeois culture and bourgeois democracy, the overwhelming 
majority of the laboring masses still remained a pack of ignorant employed 
slaves and oppressed peasants suffering the plunder and abuse of a handful 
of capitalists. The labor organization of the communist (initially social- 
iet) society, on the other hand, relies on discipline of free consciousness 
on the part of the laboring masses who have overthrown capitalist oppression 
to maintain iteelf, and it does so more and more as the society advances 
forward." This new discipline is not dropped from heaven, nor a result of 
goodwill; it is "developed from the material conditions of capitalist large- 
scale production.... That which represents or exemplifies such material 
conditions is the specific historical class created, organized, united, 
trained, enlightened, and whipped into shape by capitalist large-scale pro- 
duction. This class is no other than the proletariat," 


/Finally, still another basic principle of communist morality is fidelity 
and honesty based on seeking truth from facts./ Whether fidelity and hon- 
esty or falsehood and deception has always constituted one of the demarca- 
tions in moral quality between the laboring people and the exploitative 
classes. As a principle of communist morality, fidelity and honesty con- 
stitute an inheritance and high degree of development of such fine tradi- 
tion of the laboring people. 


All exploitative classes in history have Lived on extraction and plunder 
of the vast ranks of the laboring people. Hence, they could not help 
putting themselves in opposition to people of the great majority, and were 
forced to use cover-ups and smoke-screens to hide what they must do. They 
needed not only coercive force to cope with the laboring people, but also 
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fancy words in terms of “heavenly mandate," "justice," etc,, to constantly 
deceive the laboring people, Inside the exploitative classes, since people 
for the sake of their selfish interests all chink of damaging their rivale 
in order to fatten themselves, they could not help developing methode of 
machination and mutual deception either, Sy the time of the capitalist 
socilety, the bourgeoisie succeeded in skillfully developing the exploita- 
tive classes’ individualiatic principle and pretentious and deceptive 
qualities to their peaks through the "capital--commodity--capital" channel. 
On the one hand, there were seemingly magnificent terme such as "freedom," 
"equality," “Love,” "democracy,''; on the other hand, money was Cod, and 
money was the criterion of morality, On the one hand, the veil of feudal 
propriety such a. "benevolence, justice and morality" was peeled off; on 
the other hand, the cloak of "free trade" and "fair exchange" was put on, 
In the final analysis, nothing departed from "falsehood and deception," 


Indeed, the exploitative classes also regularly adopted admonitions such as 
"sincerity" and "be an honest man" as moral precepts, and on rare occasions 
some isolated members thereof might also have taken such precepts seriously. 
But, generally speaking, suci: precepts wer* not meant for themselves to 
observe, but for the people subject to their exploitation and oppression 

to observe. Hence, the actual content of such precepts could only be: 
First, people must obediently accept the disposal by their exploiters and 
muet not resist; second, people must be good cows and horses, eating grass 
themselves but squeezing out milk to feed the exploiters; third, people 
must remain muddle-headed and ignorant, knowing only to obey "the masters' 
orders" and not allowed to think for themselves; and fourth, people must 

be loyal dogs to the exploiters, not mindir; to betray their own compan- 
ions for the sake of protecting their masters, In a word, what the exploi- 
ters spoke of as "sincerity" and "be an honest man,"’ etc., was not only 
equivalent to useless displays in a temple but also a great satire to 
themselves, but also great deception and cold ridicule to the laboring 
people, 


The laboring people, as always, are on the other hand really steeped in 

the noble quality of sincerity and honesty, They are not like the exploiters 
who rely on other people's tears to fill up their own pleasure, What they 
rely on is their brains and their own two hands, and theirs is a genuine 
labor of fighting against nature; hence they do not need to think of harming 
others or deceiving others, and they do not need falsehood or deception. 

If some should say that certain elements and strata among the Laboring 
people have also committed acts of falsehood and deception to different 
degrees, this can only explain two questions: One is that the economic 
status and circumstances of life of these elements and strata may have be- 
come close to those of the exploiters; and the other is that such qualities 
of falsehood and deception on the part of the exploiters have left a poison- 
ous effect in these elements and strata. In a word, for moral qualities 
such as fidelity and honesty, we can find a basis for inheritance only in 
the historical traditions of the laboring people, whereas in the case of 
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"Sinecerity'’ and the Like on the part of the exploiters, once their real 
content ia abeatracted away, there are only a pile of "deception" and a 
patch of "falsehood" Left; save some things in the realm of semantics in 
the latter case, Little principle or example can be found, 


But, /even though ae one of the principles of communist morality, fidelity 
and honesty have historically inherited the noble qualities of the laboring 
people in this regard, they have, more importantly, been developed to a new 
height because they are armed by the theory of scientific communiem, They 
mut imelude two basic elemente which exiet in a two-in-one fashion: / 


Firet, thie dual principle is not derived from concepts of gain and lose 

or a "grateful return” in deeds for "favors" granted by certain people; 

it is derived, instead, from a sense of concern and love for the people, 
for the motherland, for the entire communist cause as well as for the revo- 
lutionary party which leade the vast ranks of the people in their struggle 
for the construction of the socialist motherland and for the entire com- 
munist causee, 


Second, this dual principle is not based on any heavenly moral precept or 
precarious "conscience," but on facts and the experience of practice and 
the objective truth derived therefrom, To sum this up with Comrade Mao 
Zedong's words, this is namely seeking truth from facts, Facts are objec- 
tive realities; seeking is to explore and test through the practice of 
millions of people; and truth ie the finding that accords with such ob jec- 
tive realities, 


Therefore, /as one of the principles of communist morality, fidelity and 
honesty function beyond the confines of individual or group self-interest, 
are imbued with a solemn, principled attitude and a firm revolutionary 
stand, and cannot be subjected to unlimited discretion, As manifestations 
of communist morality in the form of the ordinary category of personal 
virtues, such as friendship, love, and marriage between the sexes, in 
addition, such is also the case. Only thus will the dual principle in ques- 
tion and other additional principles exhibit a character different from 

that of non-communist morality. 


In the old society and during the period of swashbuckling on the part of 
Lin Biao and the "gang of four,"' because those who were adept at uttering 
falsehood, with honey in their mouths but a sword in the minds, often got 
their way, whereas those who knew only how to speak truth and how to be 
honest men often could not avoid disappointment and even persecution, some 
people were thus led to a wrong conclusion: "Being honest is another name 
for being useless.'' Actually, those who really possess the qualities of 
fidelity and honesty should be also people who are experienced in human 
affaire, who know the difference between right and wrong, who seek truth 
from facts, and who carry out their duties faithfully. Precisely because 
of this, they were not "useless" but greatly useful to the people, useful 
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to the motherland, and useful to the communist cause, They scientifically 
analyzed and understood the objective lawe of social development, so that 
they were confident and determined in supporting the soctalist-communiet 
cause faithfully. The so-called new, empirical ethice of the modern bour- 
geoisie holds that morality, moral criteria and moral appraisale can be 
considered apart from our scientific cognition, and moral behavior ie there- 
fore viewed ae a reflection of our emotional conditions and our inetincts, 
Thie is altogether an idealist, reactionary view of morality, and also a 
"theory of amorality" in disguiee, 


Some people have taken over the viewpoint of the exploitative classes by 
regarding those tho are always ready to agree and who know only how to 
follow "the wiil of the superior" in carrying out their duties, those who 
always try tu see which way the wind is blowing so as to set their sail, 
and those who are used to echoing others ae men of fidelity and honesty, 

In reality, what these people exert their fidelity and honesty for is but 
their personal gain or loss; as for objective realities, objective truths, 
revolutionary principles, interests of the party and the people, and inter- 
este of the communist cause, they can take them or leave them, When "the 
superior’ ie changed, and when "direction of the wind" is different, they 
are liable to transform themselves, and to fall to the ground from heaven. 
As for those who may be willing on the one hand to remain uncorrupted and 
immune from being led away by others along a devious road or becoming 
obsequious to others, yet who may be on the other hand wavering, worrisome, 
and fearful of Little things, these, too, can still not be said to be men 
of fidelity and honesty in the fashion of the principle of communist morality 
we speak of here; we still need to help these people, so that they can make 
further progress on the basis of what they have already achieved, 


The principles and norms of communist morality need the proletariat and 

the vast ranks of the masses of the people to sum them up on their struggle 
for the communist cause, It will simply not do to try to substitute them 
with moral concepts picked at random and applied in any seemingly comparable 
fashion, But this is a uew, lively and complicated task in the exploratory 
carrying out of which one can hardly avoid being attentive to some aspects 
but negligent to other aspects. As a little rock paving this forward road, 
I am willing to see past and future explorers trample over myself and make 
the road flat and even!

SLOGAN OF ‘CORRECT ATTITUDES' MISUSED DURING CULTURAL REVOLUTION

[Text] ‘Have a correct attitude toward the Great Proletarian Cultural 
Revolution, have a correct attitude toward the masses, have a correct 
attitude toward oneself" (shortened to the "three correct attitudes"')-- 
this was a slogan highly stressed by Lin Biao and the "gang of four" 
during the Great Cultural Revolution. Those comrades who were attacked 
and persecuted during it were constantly exhorted to make this slogan 
their personal motto. 


There is nothing wrong with the words "correct attitude" themselves. They 
mean that one should embrace the attitude of seeking truth from facts in 
dealing with objective things. One is one, two is two--if there are 
achievements then say so and if there are mistakes then say so, affirming 
what should be affirmed and negating what should be negated. However, 

the “correct attitude” stressed by Lin Biao and the "gang of four" had 
another meaning. Every person who went through the "baptism" of the 

Great Cultural Revolution, especially those old cadres, old model workers, 
and old experts who were "struck down and trampled underfoot," has his or 
her own personal understanding of these words. 


The so-called "correct attitude toward the Great Proletarian Cultural 
Revolution” meant that one could only speak well, and not ill, of it, 

and was only permitted to sing its praises and was not allowed to express 
even a little dissatisfaction with it. When Lin Biao was on the rampage, 
one was only permitted to say of the Great Cultural Revolution that its 
"achievements were the biggest, biggest, biggest" and its "losses were 
the smallest, smallest, smallest." When the "gang of four" was running 
amok, one could chant "the Great Cultural Revolution is good, good, good." 
If anyone expressed even half a complaint, he was censured as not having 
the correct attitude toward the Great Cultural Revolution, and if the 
complaint was slight he would be criticized and struggled against, but if 
the complaint was serious he would be punished for actively engaging in 
counterrevolution. 
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The so-called "correct attitude toward the masses" meant that one had to 
acknowledge that mass movements were natural and reasonable and that any 
action taken by the masses was revolutionary. One had to say that beating, 
smashing, and looting, factional strife, violence, murder and physical 
assault were very good and not very terrible. If one did not, then one 

did not have the correct attitude toward the masses and was opposing the 
masses, even engaging in class revenge, and one had to be struck down again. 


The so-called "correct attitude toward oneself" meant a total negation of 
oneself, confessing that one had, from tcp to bottom, carried out the 
counterrevolutionary line, carried out the bourgeois reactionary line, and 
was a capitalist roader and a reactionary authority. Whoever applied the 
principle of "cae divides into two" to himself, and examined himself on 
the principle of seeking truth from facts, was reversing a correct verdict 
and was incorrigible. 


Events made clear that these "correct attitudes" were in reality the 
"Incantation of the Golden Hoop" used by Lin Biao and the "gang of four" 

to inhibit the people, especially the old cadres, model workers and experts, 
and were three cudgels in tneir hands. With them they muzzled the people's 
mouths, and did not permit the people to reproach them for their perverse 
and evil actions. 

After the fall from power of Lin Biao and the "gang of four," we passed 
through over 3 years of bringing order out of chaos, in which the people's 
minds were greatly emancipated and their understanding greatly improved. 


In that case, what is our attitude toward the Great Cultural Revolution? 
Comrade Ye Jianying, in his speech at the meeting held last year to 
celebrate the 30th anniversary of the founding of the state, pointed out: 
".,,.the point is that at the time when the Cultural Revolution was launched, 
the estimate made of the situation within the party and the country ran 
counter to reality, no accurate definition was given of revisionism, and 
an erroneous policy and method of struggle were adopted, deviating from 
the princtple of demociatic centralism. Driven by counterrevolutionary 
motives, Lin Biao, the "gang of four," and other conspirators and 
careerists exploited these errors, pushed things to the extreme, and 
formulated and pursued an ultraleft line." He also pointed out that the 
havoc wrought by Lin Biao and the "gang of four" for 10 long years spelled 
calamity for our people and was really an appalling catastrophe for the 
people of all nationalities in our country. If we want to have a correct 
attitude toward the Great Cultural Revolution, we must draw a profound 
lesson from it and take every measure to see that this disaster will never 
be repeated. 


What attitude should we take toward the masses who took part in the Great 
Cultural Revolution? We think that the broad masses, stemming from their 
love for and support of the party, were led, under the erroneous general 
and specific policies, to commit some errors. They should learn a lesson, 
but the blame is not theirs. Actually, they also suffered. At first, 
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many of the masses resiated the Great Cultural Revolucion, and for this 
reason they were criticized; they are even more innocent. The masses 
pointed to by Lin Bilao and the "gang of tour" were certainly not these 
people but those elements who beat, smashed and looted during the Great 
Cultural Revolution; those people with "horns on their heads and daggers 
on their bodies" who created disturbances and considered themselves 
excellent fellows; as well as those people who committed physical assault 
and murder and whose bodies were covered all over with the fresh blood of 
old cadres, old model workers, and old experts. These people are the scum 
of the magees. We must, depending on whether their crimes were serious or 
not and whether their attitude is good or bad, mete out the necessary 
punishment to them, and in particular not allow them to again usurp leading 
posts. It we d. not do this, then it would be equivalent to planting a 
bomb under our feet. 


What is the correct attitude toward oneself? We all know that "no gold is 
pure and no man is perfect.'' In work and in the revolution, it is always 
hard to avoid making this or that mistake, and sometimes even a serious 
mistake, But the achievements of the great majority of our revolutionary 
cadres outweigh their errors. We should roint out: On the eve of the 
Great Cultural Revolution, within the party there did not exist a counter- 
revolutionary line, there did not exist a so-called bourgeois headquarters 
headed by Comrade Liu Shaoqi; and there did not exist a large group of 
people in authority who were taking the capitalist road; in the beginning 
stages of the Great Cultural Revolution, there also did not exist a 
bourgeois reactionary line. "With the skin gone what can the hair adhere 
to?" for example, a thing cannot exist without a basis. Since the above- 
mentioned problems did not exist, therefore, all the charges levied against 
the old cadres, old model workers and oldu experts by Lin Biao and the 
"gang of four" do not hold water. 


If we want to have a correct attitude toward ourselves, then we should 
uphold truth, correct our mistakes, and, according to the fundamental 
principle that reality is the sole criterion for testing truth, correctly 
sum up the lessons of .xperience. 


History is inexorable, and objective things alwavs regain their original 
features. Whoever thinks of reversing the right and wrong, black and 
white, of objective things will always find his goal difficult to attain. 
At all times and in all countries, nobody can escape this law.

ZHOU YANG DISCUSSES FREE COMPETITION, IDEOLOGICAL EMANCIPATION

the Mind and Seeking Truth From Facts") 


[Text] When I visited Comrade Zhou Yang, handing him a written questionnaire, 
he wore a broad smile and cracked a joke: "Another interview with the same 
reporter? Aren't you afraid of being criticized?" This remark drew laughter 
in his reception room, 


I firet met him for an interview over 20 years ago, or shortly after 
Chairman Mao announced his "double-hundred" policy--a policy that puzzled 
many people both inside and outside the party at that time. I concluded that 
interview with Comrade Zhou Yang with article entitled "Questions and 
Answers With Comrade Zhou Yang on the 'Double-Hundred' Policy." In that 
article, Comrade Zhou Yang hailed the "double-hundred" policy as being of 
great historical significance. He explicitly pointed out that this was the 
party's policy aimed at bringing about the prosperous development of litera- 
ture, art, and science. No sooner was this policy announced than a storm 
gathered trying to destroy it. When Lin Biao and the "gang of four" came 

to power, this policy was entirely ruined, the hundred schools of thought 
were sileneed, and the hundred flowers withered. Later, Comrade Zhou Yang 
was mercilessly persecuted by Lin Biao and the "gang of four" on charges of 
nonexistent crimes, and all his speeches and articles, except for the 
aforementioned interview approved by Chairman Mao, were deliberately dis- 
torted and repeatedly criticized in the news media. Three years have 
passed since the downfall of the “gang of four." The implementation of the 
guidelines of the Third Plenary Session of the llth Party Central Committee 
and the nationwide discussion on practice being the sole criterion for 
verifying the truth have stimulated writers and artists to emancipate their 
minds. Today the matter of greatest concern to the people is the problem 

of how to guarantee the implementation of the “double-hundred" policy. This 
was why my questions still centered around the "double-hundred" policy when 
I recently met him again. 
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Comrade Zhou Yang received me in his reception room. In the room there 
were only a few sofas, small tables, and desks. There were neither 
paintings on the walls nor pots of flowers on the desks. He has lived in 
this guest house for the past few years. When Lin Biao and the "gang of four" 
were at the height of their power, he lost his freedom and spent nearly 

10 years in prison. "In the past, I thought I couldn't survive a single 

day in prison, But time flew fast. 1 spent 10 years there." He used just 
this simple passage to describe his 10 years of harsh life which wounded his 
spirit. 


Wearing a cream-colored Zhongshan outfit, he appeared younger than his age. 
Though a little more grey-haired, it seeme to me that he hadn't changed 
much since I lasc saw 20 years ago. When | handed my questionnaire to him, 
he immediately asked his aide for his convex glasses, an act that reminaed 
me that he is really getting old. 


"Your questions appear to be very good. But if you were me, how would you 
react to them?" This counterquestioning stunned me but caused him to laugh. 


Central Theme: Free Discussion, Free Competition 


"The implementation of the 'double-hundred' policy is still underway or 
still in an experimental stage. We have accumulated some positive and 
negative experiences but no successful experiences in this field."' He 
smiled for a while and then returned to our main topic, saying: ‘The 
‘double-hundred' policy is mainly a guarantee of free discussion among all 
schools of thought and the free development of various artistic styles. 

But this cannot be realized without political democracy. Democracy in the 
academic and artistic field must be based on political democracy. But the 
two democracies are different. Political democracy demands that the minority 
obey the majority, while democracy in the circles of science and art 
suggests that the majority ~espect individual and independent views. The 
idea of majority rule there is not workable; superiors should not impose 
their will on their subordinates, and administrative orders are not 
applicable. Free discussion and free competition constitute the main theme 
of the ‘'double-hundred' policy, which encourages the people to emancipate 
their minds, to air their views freely, to preserve and stick to their 
views and opinions, and to refute the views voiced by others. This policy 
is also significant in that it condones erroneous views, allows the people 
to make and correct their mistakes, and urges them to take a positive and 
friendly attitude toward those who made mistakes and to help them correct 
such mistakes. The policy also encourages the people to have faith in the 
ability of the broad masses to judge the issues of right and wrong, which 
cannot be easily clarified in a short time. The policy emphasizes that 
correctness or incorrectness of an ideology sooner or later can be revealed 
through a prolonged period of practice. It is necessary to create an 
atmosphere of free discussion in which everyone can participate as an equal. 
Otherwise, the 'double-hundred' policy will become empty talk. During 

the previous movements, some writers and their works were wrongly criticized 
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or repudiated in a way that was not justified. Even today, some comrades 
still have lingering fear or apprehension that sticks may be wielded again 
and the innocent may be persecuted. This atate of mind is abnormal. This 
abnormal state of mind should be eliminated and changed. Sticks are objects 
that some people may like to wield. First, we should oppose the use of 
sticks and promote the principle of ‘three don'ts'; second, we should not 
fear such a low-class and primitive weapon--sticks. We should display 
courage to emancipate our minds and to resist and criticize erroneous ideas. 
We should encourage rather than fear ideological confrontations." Comrade 
Zhou Yang said confidently: "Now that the ‘double-hundred' policy has been 
written into the Constitution, we should regard this as a favorable condition 
for its implementation. But it is still not easy to put this constitutional 
provision into practice and action. I think that we can explain the situa- 
tion this way: ‘Like a seedling, the double-hundred policy now grows better 
than at any time in history. The key problem now lies in its ability to 
grow. A healthy seedling can still wither and die if an incorrect policy 

and line are implemented. The Party Central Committee has solved the 

problem concerning the political and ideological line. I think we can 

watch this seedling grow. I believe in our ability to achieve this." 


How Should We Correctly Depict Internal Contradictions in Socialist Society? 


In the past 3 years, many good literary and art works have appeared, 
including short stories, modern dramas, poems, and motion pictures. This 
proves that the seedling of the “double-hundred" policy is growing better 
than at any time in history. These works deal with many problems that 

need to be urgently solved in real life. These works also represent a 
tendency to diversify the theatrical theme, break through the "forbidden 
zones,’ and expose obstacles and maladies that have an adverse effect on the 
four modernizations. Among the works that merit commendation are "Squad 
Leader'' and "News of Spring Flowers.'' There are also other works which 
have provoked disputes and controversy. They are praised by some comrades 
as masterpieces capable of enhancing stability and unity but are criticized 
by others as obstacles to stability and unity and as something which has 

a bad effect on society. Should writers include in their works problems 
and shortcomings that exist in real life? 


In response to this question, Comrade Zhou Yang said: ''There are many 
factors that adversely affect stability and unity. Among them are the 
remnant factional forces of Lin Biao and the "gang of four" and various 
reactionary and decadent influences. Some of them belong to the contradictions 
between ourselves and the enemy. But most of them belong to the contradic- 
tions among the people. Should the writers include them in their works? 
Certainly they can write them down. In a socialist society like ours, 
there are still shortcomings and difficulties and bright and dark aspects. 
Social ills may emerge from time to time and from place to place. We must 
recognize that our system is still not perfect; loopholes and shortcomings 
still exist in our society following 10 years of damage caused by Lin Biao 
and the "gang of four." Other abhorrent factors that adversely affect the 
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four modernizations are bureaucratism, special privileges, anarchism, 
egalitarianism, and petty bourgeois ideology, whose existence is clearly 

not in the people's interests. Although bureaucratigm and the practice of 
special privileges appear irreconcilable to anarchism and egalitarianisn, 
they are actually factors that countervail and complement each other. As 
bureaucratism and special privileges become rampant, so do anarchism and 
egalitarianism. We must struggle against them all. We should overcome 
bureaucratism, reject special privileges, and oppose the anarchist trend 

of thought and other unhealthy practices inside the part and in society. 

How to correctly depict the internal contradictions in socialist society is 
really a thorny problem." Comrade Zhou Yang added with a grin: "The 

basic problem is how to portray and reflect the contradictions and struggles 
in the society of our time. Our society is now faced with a struggle between 
the old and the new, and it is still in the stage of building socialism. 

A theme treated in a different way will produce a different effect on society. 
Some works have become subjects of public debate or controversial topics of 
discussion. For example, some novels dealing with criminals should be 
praised for opposing special privileges and unhealthy practices. Other 
works devoted to criticizing special privileges and unhealthy practices but 
glorifying and defending crimes should be banned. A work should emphasize 
realism. But any realistic form of writing represents a tendency. If a 
work gives its readers the impression that our society is hopeless, its 
circulation is not in the people's interests." 


I asked: "What attitude should we take toward those works which have had a 
bad effect on society?" 


Comrade Zhou Yang said: "Their writers should be advised to revise their 
works before publication. Doing so reflects a loving care for the writers 
and a desire to protect their interests. If they are published without 
revision, they are bound to draw fire from the public, and they will do 
our country and people grea* harm." Comrade Zhou Yang said: "Approval 
should be given to those works whose publication will do our country no 
serious harm even if their writers reject suggestions for their revision. 
Meanwhile, the people can also judge their merit and value after their 
publication. I still think that it is a good idea to help writers modify 
their works for the benefit of the people and for the sake of stability and 
unity." 


Is There Any Difference Between Socialist Realism and Old-Line Critical 
Realism? 


In discussing works devoted to exposing contradictions, I raised the question 
of realism in literature. I have discovered that many works capable of 
surviving the test of time belong to the realistic style of literature and 
art. During the past 20 years or more, the development of realism was not a 
voyage marked by smooth sailing. Today, some comrades have considered those 
works devoted to exposing the dark side of society to be the realistic style 
of writing. Is this idea correct? Is there any difference between socialist 
realism and old-line critical realism? 
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Comrade Zhou Yang said in a tone of aself-criticiam: "In the past, not enough 
was done to promote the principle of the realistic style of writing. Political 
movements prevented the implementation of this principle and the normal 
development of literature and art as a whole. Today, the allegation that 
only those works devoted to exposing the dark side of society which were 
published recently belong to the realistic style of literature represents a 
onesided view. Could anyone deny that such works as "Red Rock" and "Song 

of Red Flag," which reflect revolutionary struggle and which appeal to the 
readers both at home and abroad, do not belong to the realistic style of 
writing? Is there any difference between socialist realism and old-line 
critical realism? Some comrades deny the difference between the two. How 
could they deny that? As time goes on, the world outlook is undergoing 
changes. I do not want to negate either critical realism or the critical 
Character of socialism realism. Although a few revolutionary realistic 
writers once wanted to overthrow the capitalist system, the majority of the 
writers dedicated to old-line realism never wanted to entirely overthrow it, 
but to criticize it. Socialist realism is devoted to defending the socialist 
System, although it too wants to criticize and transform the bad things in 
socialist society. Old-line realism is also interested in exposing the 
deceptive ideas of the capitalist system, while our socialist realism is 
aimed at upholding the ideals of socialism and communism. Although our 
Socialist society at its present stage still has its dark side, many short- 
comings and defects in its system, and has suffered damage caused by Lin 

Biao and the "gang of four," socialism and communism remain the goal we are 
striving to reach. As our Party Central Committee is leading the entire 
party and people throughout the country to march toward the four moderniza- 
tions, the socialist boat we are riding still can expect storms ahead. 

Should we bravely face up to the dangers and difficulties and try to overcome 
the storms with concerted action, or should we just watch from the sidelines 
with hands folded and spend time complaining and criticizing? We must try to 
protect and love this socialist boat and share weal and woe together. Of 
course, anyone on this boat can point out its defects and suggest what 

needs to be done to improve its operation while en route to our common 

goal. Constant efforts must be made to transform socialist society. People 
of all professions and trades should show determination to carry out 
technical innovations. The same thing should be done by those on the front 
of literature and art. A writer of the people should strengthen his sense of 
responsibility, and should serve the interests of his country, his nation, 
the Communist Party, and the working class. 


The Writers' Role 


After hearing Comrade Zhou Yang mention the writers’ responsibility, I 
asked: "What kind of responsibility should a writer assume? What role 
should literature and art play?" 


In his opinion, literature and art have a role to play in enhancing the 
development of the socialist society and should do nothing to move it down 
the road toward capitalism. "Socialist society is still not perfect. The 
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system still has many shortcomings and weak links. Literature and art, 
whose main function is to portray, foster, and bring forth new socialist 
characters, should play a role in perfecting our socialist system. How can 
anyone deserve to be called a new socialist character? What should his 
mental outlook be? He should be imbued with decent socialist moral qualities 
and armed with advanced scientific knowledge and culture. These two 
qualifications are indispensable to him. As illiterates are barred from 
politics, new socialist characters should be well educated." Comrade Zhou 
Yang emphasized: "The aim of literature and art is to influence the mental 
Outlook of the people, to shape and remold their characters, and to trans- 
form them into an elite force capable of representing our country and our 
nation from generation to generation. These are the purpose and role of 
literature and ait. A writer should be responsible for his work and should 
consider its effect on society and people--especially on youngsters. If 

he does not care about that, how can he deserve to be called a revolutionary 
writer? A revolutionary writer should share weal and woe with the people. 
When the people's cause is advancing smoothly, he should refrain from giving 
the people a false sense of prosperity and peace, and refrain from covering 
up contradictions; in times of distress, he should restrain himself from 
exaggerating difficulties and spreading pessimism and ea mood of depression. 
A revolutionary writer is required by his country and his nation and our 
party to produce truly outstanding works capable of measuring up to the 
needs of our time and helping a new generation to grow in a healthy 
environment. 


Endless Emancipation of the Mind 


Then another problem crossed my mind. I recalled that in his report to the 
National Cultural Congress, Comrade Zhou Yang had said: "Our present 
problem is not that the emancipation of the mind is going too far but that 
it is falling behind." How can we reconcile this point of view to the 

fact that our society has been flooded with some works which have a bad 
effect on people? Is there any criterion for defining the terms "going 

too far" and "falling behind"? 


"The emancipation of the mind is a continuing process. From the philosophical 
angle, the emancipation of the mind is a leap from the realm of necessity to 
the realm of freedom. In the process of continuing practice and gaining 
knowledge, the realm of necessity continues to contract and the realm of 
freedom continues to expand. But the world is infinite, and therefore 

the process of knowing it is endless. Although the realm of necessity 
becomes smaller and smaller as time goes on, it will never cease to exist. 
In view of this, the process of leaping from the realm of necessity to the 
realm of freedom is also endless. The emancipation of the mind is a long- 
term task and a continuing process." The more he talked, the more 

energetic he became. He said: ‘The topic of the emancipation of the mind 
should be based on a premise. At present, the necessity of emancipating the 
mind comes from an awareness of some conditions that shackle our minds. 
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Now, what are these conditions that shackle our minda? Old and new dogmas, 
and the cult of worship created by Lin Biao and the “gang of four." The 
emancipation of the mind means freeing our thoughtea from the bondage of 

old and new dogmas, Thia ile a very difficult process. Besides the old and 
new dogmas, there are other thinge euch as force of habit that shackle our 
minds. The old and new dogmas represent an authority that the people are 
well aware of. Although force of habit does not represent any authority, 
it te widely ecattered and therefore is deeply felt by the people every~ 
where. For thie reason, it is difficult to get rid of it. 


"Thenwhat do the terms ‘going too far' and ‘falling behind' mean here? 

Theory and thought capable of reflecting the needs of the objective world can 
be referred to as emancipation of the mind. For example, a discussion on 
practice being the sole criterion for verifying the truth and the revival of 
the spirit of seeking truth from facts, promoted by Comrade Mao Zedong, 

are essential to the emancipation of the mind. The objective world is 
developing and will never cease to progress. Whenever our theory and thoughts 
are incapable of reflecting the actual needs of developments, this will 

mean that the emancipation of the mind is falling behind schedule. The 

term ‘going too far' in the emancipation of the mind means that our theory 
and thoughte are running too far ahead of the times and therefore are 

deemed unnecessary~-for example, someone brings up a problem that cannot 

be solved today for discussion. Practicing communism during the Great Leap 
Forward deserves to be called emancipation of the mind. But it ran too far 
ahead of schedule. From the political standpoint, the terms ‘going too far' 
and ‘falling behind’ in the emancipation of the mind reflect left-leaning and 
right-leaning tendencies." 


Comrade Zhou Yang's philosophy that the emancipation of the mind is an 
endless process reminds us of the need to continue to emancipate our minds. 
He ended the interview by saying: "In short, we should adhere to the following 
two principles: 1. We must display the courage to emancipate our minds, 

to do away with fetishes and superstitions, and to destroy the blind faith 
in old and new dogmas. Without emancipation of the mind, our party and 
nation are hopeless. 2. We must display the courage to repudiate 

erroneous ideas. Without courage, nothing can be done." This leading 
comrade, who has watched many cultural events take place in the contemporary 
Chinese history of literature, spent 2 hours discussing the aforementioned 
problems. He was in high spirits and as energetic as ever. At the age of 
72, he still works as hard as ever to develop literature and art in our 
country.

TRAINING OF LCONOMIC MANAGEMENT CADRES DISCUSSED

and Communications Fronts, Over 460,000 Economic Management Cadres Trained 
Last Year") 


(Text] There is currently a shortage of trained economic management cadres 
on the industrial and communications fronts in China to meet the needs of 
four modernizations construction. According to statistics, in the past 
year, through various types of graduate classes, rotation training classes, 
and technical vocational study classes on the industrial and communications 
fronts, over 460,000 economic management cadres were trained, including 
over 153,000 leadership cadres from enterprises above the county level. 


Enterprise management graduate classes held by the State Economic Commission 
and the All China Federation of Trade Unions were offered 4 times last year 
and trained a total of 1/75. Participating in these study courses were 
responsible persons from p.ovincial, municipal and autonomous region indus- 
trial city economic committees and trade unions, and responsible comrades 
from key enterprises and leadership comrades from the industrial and 
communications offices of the State Council. More than 36 percent of the 
responsible comrades from provincial, municipal and autonomous region 
economic committees who attended this time, have already attended graduate 
classes. Many of the comrades who attended these study classes wrote papers 
on economic management at a fairly high level of sophistication at the 
conclusion of the course. 


Training of provincial and municipal economic management cadres similarly 
was very successful. The Jiangsu Provincial Economic Committee has already 
trained in rotation over 12,000 economic management cadres of above county 
level, which makes up 28 percent of the total number of management cadres. 
The Hebei Provincial Economic Committee has also trained 21 percent of 
their economic cadres. In the study classes many cadres studied management 
experience abroad and compared and drew lessons for improving China's 
economic management work. They also had fruitful discussions of the lessons 
of experience in our enterprise management and problems of reforming the 
economic management system. 
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To strengthen cadre training on the industrial and management fronts, party 
and government leadership offices at various levels will strengthen leader- 
ship of thie work, The State Council provided a teaching direction for the 
enterprise management graduate classes of the State Economic Committee and 
the National General Trade Union enterprise management graduate classes: 
"Liberate thinking, think independently, study questions, summarize expe- 
rience," and at the beginning and conclusion of each course personally 
reported on the graduate clase. Some responsible comrades of the provincial 
committee have also personally reported on the local rotation training 
classes, inquiring about the cadre training situation, and these things 

are strong guarantees that the development of cadre training work will be 
accelerated, 


In training classes, districts and offices do things simply and economically, 
sult measures to local conditions and run the classes diligently and 
economically. In terms of training methods, they maintain flexibility, using 
a combination of job-release and after-hours, long-term and short-term, study, 
observation and practice, with excellent results. 


In October of last year the State Economic Commission convened an economic 
cadre education conference which drew up a plan for this year and next for 
training economic cadres. Now, on the basis of summarized experience from 
last year, areas are actively starting to establish this year's training 
program. The State Economic Commission and the All China Federation of 
Trade Unions graduate classes will continue to operate this year and will 
begin immediately after the Spring Festival.

TRAINING, STRENGTHENING TECHNICLAN RANKS URGED

[Text] Except for some pure basic researcli, modern scientific research 

has come increasingly to rely on a strong material-technological foundation 
and increasingly to require close coordination of a variety of technical 
services, thus scientific research requires building a vast technical system. 
This has already become a trend in modern scientific and technological 
development. For the past few years the importance of building a technical 
system has gradually come to be regarded seriously by the leadership agen- 
cles of China's scientific research, and many scientific research units 
have also strengthened this sort of work. However, looked at in general 
terms, the technical system in China's scientific research is still very 
weak. What's really needed is to build a stable rank of technicians, but 
the three problems discussed below must be conscientiously studied and re- 
solved. 


l. Strengthen the specialist ranks in the technical system. 


The tasks undertaken by the technical system in a research unit are many 

and varied. For example, the design, manufacture, maintenance and debugging 
of some instruments and equipment, the design and processing of component 
parts, the analysis, measurement and calculation of large-scale commonly 
used precision scientific instruments, the purification of reagents, 
preparation of specimens, the supply of experimental animals, plants, cells 
and bacteria, and small-scale expanded tests of experimental results, etc. 
Without specialist technicians to pursue this large volume of technical 

work and to create the experimental conditions, scientific research cannot 
progress smoothly and effectively. Thus some people think that modern 
scientific research is made up of two equally important and closely coor- 
dinated aspects--a research system and a technical system. Some scientists 
call the work of the technical system "the technical logistics of scientific 
research," and even if it directly serves research work, it is an indis- 


pensible component of scientific research, and includes in itself specialist 
and comprehensively very strong scientific research work. 
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That scientific research needs the establishment of a technical systen, 

fe a necessity of the rational division of labor in modern scientific 
research and an effective measure for fully developing the specialities 
of researchers and technicians by mutually capitalizing on the good points 
and supplementing the weak ones, improving the effectiveness of scientific 
research, For this reason the research agencies of some industrially 

and sclentific-technologically advanced countries take a very serious view 
of training and strengthening the technical ranks. In scientific research 
agencies in the United States and France the ratio of researchers to engi- 
neers and technicians is nearly one to one, and in some research agencies 
in the USSR the ratio is one to three. Although the ratios are different 
for different branches of scientific research, and because the degree of 
the socialization of technical eystem work is different in different 
countries, there is a common clear trend, and that is because the technical 
system was strengthened, the number of engineers and technicians in 
scientific research agencies became more numerous and occupied a larger 
proportion of the total number of scientific and technical personnel. 


At present the situation in many of China's scientific research units is 
just the opposite: the technician ranks are weak. The researcher rank is 
very big but the technician rank is very small. For example, the engineers 
and technicians of the Chinese Academy of Sciences who are engaged in 
research in biology, geology, chemistry and physics make up about 34 
percent of the total number of scientists and technicians, The engineers 
and technicians engaged in technological research are slightly more numerous, 
but on the average also make up only about 43 percent of the total number 
of scientists and technicians. Not only is there an imbalance between 
researchers and engineers and technicians, but frequently the division of 
labor between them is not well-defined and their responsibilities are not 
clear. Some research institutes (laboratories) mix research work and 
technical services work together. In such cases the rate of scientific 
research work is not high and is especially unsuited to the needs of large- 
scale scientific experimentation. 


2. Adopt an appropriate policy to stabilize the technician ranks. 


Wages for engineers and technicians in foreign scientific research agencies 
are not lower than those of researchers. In China in the early post-Libera- 
tion period we followed the methods of the Soviet Union, and while in the 
research agencies the rank of the engineer and technician was the same as 
that of the researcher, the pay standards were lower. This has continued 
unchanged to today. On the other hand, in some scientific research 
agencies, while engineers and technicians have discoveries and creations 

in their work, generally speaking there have been very few opportunities 
for them to publish their findings. However much technical service work 
they do in scientific research or what personal contributions they make to 
the results of scientific research, they are frequently only “unsung heroes."

For these two reasons, over a long period of time, the biased view that 
engineers and technicians are "one grade lower" than researchers has taken 
shape in research agencies. In referring to jobs, technicians generally 
want research titles and do not want technician titles, Many technicians, 
even some professional mainstays, are not happy with work in the technical 
system and think of ways to get the title of researcher. Concerned leader~ 
ship comrades frequently have to do a lot of persuading to make them happy 
in their work. From this it is clear that if we do not adopt an appropriate 
policy it will be difficult to stabilize the technician ranks, and the 
imbalance between researchers and engineers and technicians in research 
agencies will continue to grow. Thus we should reform as quickly as possible 
those current regulations which are unfavorable to mobilizing the initiative 
of the technicians and at the same time formulate a set of assessment 
standards and methods of promotion and reward for engineers and technicians 
which take into account their characteristic role in research agencies to 
benefit the strengthening of the technician ranks. 


3. Formulate a plan for training technician ranks. 


The weakness of the technician ranks has already caused serious concern among 
many research units, and some measures have already been adopted, for example 
in reorganization, some scientific research units have planned to have some 
researchers supplement the technical system. This is one recommended method 
for resolving the weakness of the technical system. But, as far as many 
scientific research units are concerned, there are still no strong measures 
for rapidly improving the situation of weakness in the technical system, 
France has a very high regard for building engineer and technician ranks 

in scientific research agencies, and in addition to training engineers in 
universities, has also established schools for training the high grade 
technical talent required in scientific research. For China, the aim of 
graduate training is largely to engage directly in scientific research, but 
there is not sufficient regard for the high grade technical talent required 
in scientific research. Persons sent abroad by scientific research units 
for study and inspection are frequently limited to researchers, and very 

few technicians go abooad. This is not good for training and strengthening 
the technician ranks. The technician ranks also include auxiliary labora- 
tory staff members, and training these personnel has not yet attracted much 
concern. Now, some research units have set up general engineer offices or 
have designated a deputy institute head to strengthen leadership of the 
technical system, and this, of course, is necessary. However, it will be 
difficult to do a good job of building a rank of technicians relying only 

on the efforts of the unit. Relevant leadership offices should adopt 
through measures and formulate a training and development plan for technician 
ranks in a scientific research agency.

ANCIENT FUJIAN OPERAS RECORDED AS CULTURAL LEGACY

[Text] Fuzhou, 11 Apr (XINHUA)--Performances of major Fujian local operas, 
some 1,000 years old, have been videotaped here by the Research Institute 
of Literature and Art under the Cultural Ministry, in cooperation with the 
provincial local Operas Institute. 


A working team sent by the Research Institute in Beijing toured the Province 
of Fujian, in southeast China, from January to March and videotaped 72 full- 
length traditional operas and segments, totalling more than 40 hours on tape. 
They include string puppet and hand puppet operas, Fujian operas, western 
Fujian Han operas, Putian-Xianyou operas, Gezi operas (a type of opera 
popular in southern Fujian and Taiwan Province), Liyuan operas (depicting 
sentimental characters) and Gaojia operas (depicting warriors). 


Over 100 veteran actors gave the performances, many of whom began their 
stage careers in childhood and are now in their late sixties and early 
seventies. Among them are popular Gaojia opera actor Ke Xianxi, who is 
74 and known as the "No 1 clown in southern Fujian," and Chen Jinbiao, a 
man who plays women's roles in Putian-Xianyou operas. 


Expert puppeteers Huang Yique and Li Bofen as well as Liyuan opera stars Shi 
Zhi and Xu Maocai are also on tape. 


A spokesman for the Research Institute said that the videotaping was part of 
the effort "to save the nation's cultural legacy." 


"Many of the operas have been passed on orally by veteran actors working 
from memory, and some were nearly lost as those who know how to perform 

them are getting old," he said. "Now with the videotapes, they will be 

handed down to the younger generation." 


He said the videotaped operas would be very helpful to research on pro- 
vincial local operas and on the development of Chinese opera as a whole. 
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Most of the veteran actors changed their profession under pressure during 
the Cultural Revolution, between 1966 and 1976. They returned to the stage 
only after the downfall of the gang of four. 


The six distinct language families and numerous dialects in Fujian gave rise 
to over 30 types of local opera in the province. With a repertoire of 

about 5,000 traditional items, they appeal to the people in different areas. 
As Fujian along with Zhejiang Province is a birthplace of Nanxi opera, the 
earliest mature type of Chinese opera, which appeared during the Song and 
Yuan dynasties (960-1368 A.D.), it is also known as "the province of art."

BEIJING'S "CULTURAL STREET' UNDERGOES RECONSTRUCTION

[Text] Beijing, 11 Apr (XINHUA)--Major reconstruction has started on 
Liulichang, a well-known street in Beijing containing shops that sell 
aniiques, traditional Chinese paintings and calligraphy and other artistic 
works. 


Altogether, more than 50 shops and stores will line the street in the south- 
ern part of the city when reconstruction is completed. 


Known as "the cultural street of Beijing" or "the museum street of China," 
Liulichang runs 750 metres from east to west. Currently under reconstruc- 
tion is a 480-metre section flanked by a dozen specialized stores that sell 
treasured editions of ancient books, reproductions of unearthed artifacts, 
ceramics, enamelware, brass and copper ware, jade and lacquer ware, bamboo, 
wood and ivory carvings, rubbings from etone inscriptions, seals, and pre- 
cious inkstones. 


The new buildings to be put up and the old buildings to be repaired will 
cover a total floor space of 30,000 square metres. The new buildings will 
be wooden, with colonnades and pillars designed in traditional Chinese 
architectural style. The new stores will include those trading in Chinese 
musical instruments, and different species of flowers, fish and birds. 


The street dates back to the 15th Century, when Beijing was made capital of 
Ming Dynasty. The imperial examination system instituted in the Ming 
(1368-1644) and Qing Dynasty (1644-1911) for the selection of officials 
attracted large numbers of scholars to the capital from all over the country 
to take the examinations. This led to the setting up of shops supplying 
them with books, ink, inkstones and paper in Liulichang, which was near the 
boarding houses where the scholars stayed 


By the time of Beijing's liberation in January 1949, Liulichang street had 
as many as 170 shops and stores, mostly run by husband and wife. They were 
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merged into a dozen bigger stores in 1956. '"Rongbaozhai," the largest of 
them, which had a bueiness area of only 30 square metres before liberation, 
has been rebuilt and enlarged to nearly 800 square metres.

LIAONING URBAN IMPROVEMENTS--Shenyang, 2 Apr--China's leading industrial 
Province of Liaoning has doubled its efforts to improve the environments 

in its cities. More than 400 million yuan was spent on water facilities, 
sewage treatment, road improvement, gas supply, public transport and parks 
last year, according to the provincial urban construction department. This 
represented a 120 per cent increase in such expenditure over 1978, or a 

new record since 1949, Available water supply in the cities has increased 
by a total of 200,000 tons a day; 82 kilometres of new drainage pipeline 
help to dispose of dirty water. New water facilities are also currently 
being added in almost all of the province's 43 county towns. Forty kilo- 
meters of gas pipeline were laid last year in Shenyang, Luda and five other 
cities to bring gas supply to 30,000 more households. New asphalt roads 
were laid totalling 400,000 square metres, and many more repaired.

BEIJING RESERVOIR POLLUTION CONTROL--Beijing, 3 Apr--Contamination by in- 
dustrial waste in the Guanting Reservoir 100 kilometers northwest of Beijing 
has been sharply reduced. This first big reservoir in new China, completed 
in 1954, supplies water to Beijing as well as is used for flood prevention, 
irrigation and fish raising. Deterioration in the reservoir's water supply 
was detected following the construction of chemical, metallurgical, paper- 
making and textile plants i.. its upper reaches and in 1972 the State Council 
issued directives calling for anti-pollution efforts. Work was commenced 

to reduce the discharge of pollutants from 39 factories along the three 
rivers that feed water into the reservoir. Some factories were relocated 
and production suspended in others pending technical transformation or the 
addition to new equipment and technological processes. Twenty-six pollution 
control projects were built with funds raised by various provinces, cities, 
factories and mines. These projects not only helped alleviate the pollu- 
tion of the reservoir but promoted multipurpose utilization. [0W041201
